This is one of the loneliest spots on the 
road. You know it is up in the rough and

The Gov- 
ernor disapproves of the appropriation of 
$245,000 for the support of the Whittier 
School, on the ground that the support of 
the school for the forty-seventh and forty- 
eighth fiscal years is provided for in a 
separate and independent bill, which he has 

already approved. | 
He refuses to allow the appropriation of 
37000 to the Gan Jose Normal School for 
the purchase of periodicals and scientific 
apparatus for the use of the literary de- 
’ partment and museum. HIs reasons are 


that the sum is excessive and may be 
yi taken from the amount appropriated for 


the support of the institution, with the 
consent of the Board of Examiners. The 


. appropriation of $3000 for the care and im- 


provement of the grounds of the San Jose 

Normal School is objected to for the reason 
that a separate bill for the same purpose 
hes been approved by him.

HONOLULU, March 20.—(Assoclated 
Press correspondence, wired from San 
Francisco, March 27.) Martial Jaw was 
declared off “un March 18. The military 
commission has been adjourned and the 
larger part of 190 prisoners brought be- 
fore this body are now working out 
their sentences in the quarries or on tae 
roads. The interest of the past few days 
has centered principally in the sessions of 
the advisory council, which has been 
passing laws hearing directly upon the 
recent rebellion. 

A law t n> little interest to the de- 

ported contingent makes it unlawful for 
any person to land in the Hawaiian Islands 
from any vessel arriving from a foreign 
port who is a criminal or refuges from 
justice, or who has been convicted of 
crime or who has been under arrest for 
a criminal offense, and has departed or 
escaped from the Hawaiian Islands in or- 
der to avoid trial, or who has been de- 
ported from the Hawaiian Islands by order 
of the President or Marshal in ‘ime of 
martial law, or who has been banished by 
the sentence of any court, unless such 
person shall have received a permission 
from the Minister of Foreign Affairs 80 
to land. 
A violation of this law by an attempt 
to land in the islands is punishable by a 
term of imprisonment at hard labor not 
exceeding two years and a fine not ex- 
ceeding $5000. Any master of a vessel 
who knowingly brings such people back 
to the country is subject to a fine of $50) 
for each person brought and landed, or 
he may be imprisoned for a year at 
hard labor and his vessel not given ciear- 
ance until the fine is paid. 

An indemnity law for acts cone during 
martial law has also been passed, 4180 
an act creating the Supreme Court a 
court of claims. An act which bas created 
more or less adverse comment is one 
providing for the deportation of danger- 
ous persons convicted of conspiracy 
against the established system of gov- 
ernment. It was, however, passed by the 
unanimous vote of the councils and is 
generally considered as a necessary pro- 
tection to the government against law- 
less people who come to the islands for 
little else than to make trouble.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—Walter 
Lambert, the defaulting Police Court clerk 
from Oakland, is in Honolulu, according 
to reports brought today. Lambert and 
Gertrude Mahaney, the girl who ran away 
with him, are living at a leading hotel in 
Honolulu. The girl is reported to be very 
homesick and disconsolate, and determined 
to return to America on the next steamer. 

PRO FORMA. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The notifica- 
tion sent by Minister Thurston to the State 
Department of his intention to leave the 
country and his designation of Secretary 
Hastings, his charge d’affairs, as his suc- 
cessor, was received by the department, 
and hereafter Hastings will be recognized 
as Hawaii's diplomatic representative until 
the notice of the selection of a new min- 
ister is received. - 

KEEPING IT QUIET. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—Steam- 
ship Australia arrived this forenoon from 
Honolulu. The latest Hawaiian advices 
contain no reference to the demand made 
by Secretary Gresham for the recall of 
Minister Thurston and it is evident that 
no knowledge of this latest diplomatic 
incident has reached the Hawalian peo- 
ple. Whether the Hawaiian government 
has any knowledge of the state of affairs 
at Washington or not is simply a matter 
of conjecture.

The ves- 
sel was fired while lying at a wharf in 
Honolulu. Three of her sailors, William 
Bresley, Riker Enkowter and William 
Gehman, were arrested on a charge of 
arson. It was asserted that they fired 
the whaler to avoid going to sea on her. 
They were finally released, but refused to 
return to the whaler, and when the Aus- 
tralia sailed they were in jail again. The 
bark was pumped pretty nearly full of 
water before the fire could be extinguished.

AN IDIOTIC POET. 

The poet left Honolulu suddenly, with no 
other baggage than a copy of his poems. 
His intended departure was kept secret, 
as he says he was afraid the officials of 
the government would put him in prison. 
Miller is very bitter against the men in 
control in Hawaii. He denounces the treat- 
ment accorded the political prisoners as 
barbarous in the extreme, and says that 
the men are dying in prison for want of 
air and proper food. He predicts that a 
filibustering expedition will be crganlzed 
to go to Honolulu and rescue the political 
prisoners. When asked if he was done 
with Hawaii the poet said: 

“T have not begun. I am going to wait 
and see who goes down there to liberate 
those men. Possibly they may be set at 
liberty when their captors get badly scared, 
for they are awful cowards. But if they 
do not liberate them the very last and 
lowest of political prisoners, and then re- 
turn the lands appropriated for the natives 
and the Queen under the name of crown 
lands, I shall go to Japan. I am no 
stranger at the Japanese court. I think I 
shall only have to state the case and prom- 
ise political rights to the oppressed 20,000 
contract slaves of Japan down there to 
get an ironclad. There are hundreds 
of good men down there, kept in the vilest 
prisons by men who betrayed a woman 
and robbed her, and there is plenty of gold 
and a kingdom waiting for whoever will 
good men. 

e soldiers down there will not fight 
for Dole. They won't fight to keep those 
men in prison. It ie not human. In, fact, 
they are all falling out, and I doubt if 
Dole has any friends at all who 
are not under pay as civil or military 
officers, or in some way selfishly inter- 
ested in his oligarchy. There has been 
nothing nearly so monstrous since the 
reign of terror.

EEK SS MURDERERS. 


TRIAL OF THE TWO TAYLO 
BROTHERS. 


A Ten- year-old Girl's Story of the 
crime Exeitement at the Court- 
house —The Charge of the 
Prosecutor. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


CARROLLTON (Mo.,) March 27.—Ten- 
year-old Nellie Meeks, the only survivor 
of the Meeks family of five, who were 
murdered on May 10, last year, is in town 
to testify in the trial of William P. and 
George Taylor, which began today. Nellie 
was permitted by her guardians to tell 
the story of the atrocious crime this after- 
noon, in advance of the time for her ap- 
pearance on the stand. She is positive in 
her identification of the Taylors, saying 
she remembers Bill Taylor, he having em- 
ployed her father 8 bartender, and she 
N seen him many times. 
abe tells how the Taylor brothers called 
for her father at Milan, Mo., on the night 
of the murder, and Meeks, his wife and 
three children, were bundled into a wagon 
and started for Taylor's farm, eighteen 
miles south. When within two miles of 
the Taylor farm, George Taylor got out of 
the wagon, and shortly afterward shot and 
killed Meeks and his wife, and then beat 
them and the children over the head with 
rocks and kicked them to death. After 
committing this crime, the Taylors are 
said to have buried the family in a straw- 
stack. Nellie was left for dead, but she 
heard the Taylor brothers converse about 
the murder, she keeping quiet, fearing 
they would kill her. 

When day broke she went to the farm- 
house of a Mr. Pierce, where she told her 
story. A léng hunt for the Taylors was 
jnaugurated, but it was eight or nine 
months before they were captured in Ar- 
kansas. They had very bad reputations 
previous to the time the Meeks murder 
was fastened on them by the story told by 
little Nellie. 

Before 6 o’clock this morning, grcouqs 
of people stood in the courthouse yard and 
at 9 o'clock, the hour set for the trial 
to begin, the courtroom was packed, while 
not one-fourth of the struggling mass of 
people could get in. At 10 o'clock the 
Taylor brothers, followed by a crowd of 
men and boys, were ted by Sheriff Stan- 
ley from the jail to the courthouse. Wiil- 
jam’s face was drawn as if with great 
anxiety, while George gazed about the 
courtroom apparently unconcerned. 

T. M. Brosneham, prosecutor of Lian 
county, read the indictment and made a 
brief statement of the State's case, in 
which he said it would be proved beyond 
a doubt that the Taylors murdered the 
Meeks family. He referred to the murder 
as the most atrocious that had ever been 
committed in Missouri. When he turned 
and pointed his finger at the elder brother, 
saying, And there sits the man, Bill Tay- 
lar, who planned and helped carry out 
this ghastly murder,” Taylor shifted un- 
easily in his chair. Te attorneys for the 
defense said that they wished to make no 
statements, but were ready for trial. 

Fifteen witnesses were examined Vefore 
the court adjourned for the day, the most 
important being Mrs. Meeks, mother of 
the murdered man. Her testimony was a 
corroboration of the proceedings on the 
night of the murder as already related, 
and is considered a strong point for the 
prosecution.

NOT A RACE WAR. 


NEGROES ARE LOYAL TO THE 


Hundreds of Offers Made by Colored 
Cubans to Fight Against the 
Insurgents—How the War 
News is Made. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

BALTIMORE, March 27.—At 2 o’clock 
on the morning of March 19, Spanish sen- 
tries murderously shot and killed a seaman 
of the British ship Laurestina, and badly 
wounded a Cuban negro, at St. Jago, Cuba. 
The British government is investigating, 
and complications between England and 
Spain may result. 

The Laurestina arrived here this after- 
noon from St. Jago. Her officers stated 
that the murdered seaman was John Lowe, 
aged 35 years, a resident of Leeds, En- 
gland, who shipped at Cardiff, Wales. On 
the night of March 18 the crew went 
ashore, and, after a stroll, started to re- 
turn to the ship. When nearly there Lowe 
“tarted back to St. Jago in company with 
a Cuban negro. En route they had to 
pass a Cuban fort, garrisoned by Spanish 
troops. Suddenly a sentinel sprang out of 
the darkness, and in Spanish commanded 
them to halt. Lowe did not understand 
the command and started to hurry away, 
but the next instant the sentinel fired 
and Lowe dropped down a corpse. The 
negro then started to run, but he, too, was 
shot and mortally wounded. The dead 
man and wounded negro were then carried 
inside the fort. ; 

At daybreak Capt. Gavin of the Laure- 
stina went to the fort and demanded the 
body of the man. This demand was re- 
fused, and he has made a formal complaint 
to the Briti#h government. An investiga- 
tion is to be made. The officers of the 
steamer state that when she left Cuba on 
March 20 the revolution was progressing 
quietly. 
NEGROES LOYAL TO THE GOVERN- 

MENT. 


NEW YORK, March 27.—A special dis- 
patch from Havana says that members of 
the Aurora and Progress clubs, two negro 
organizations of Puerto Principe, paraded 
through the public streets, after which 
they sent word to the governor of the 
province that they would help fight the in- 
surgents if called upon to do so. Hun- 
dreds of negroes have made similar offers 
of their services to the government. 
HAVANA PASSENGERS INTERVIEWED. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—A special dis- 
patch from Tampa says that Havana pas- 


| sengers by the Olivette bring the rumor 


that the insurgents have taken possession 
of Bayaho and Manzanillo, repulsing Col. 
Santocilde’s troops at Manzanillo with 
heavy loss. A Cuban general says every 
item of war news is almost identically the 
same in every paper published in Havana. 
The uniformity is astonishing to an Amer- 
ican, but he says it is obtained in this 
way: 

When the captain-general desires to give 
anv information about the insurrection he 
notifies all the newspaper offices. Report- 
ers are at once sent to the palace, and, 
seated at a long table, they write at the 
dictation of a government official. Noth- 
ing but this officidl news is allowed pub- 
lished by the government in Havana, he 
says. The Cubans vehemently deny the 
rumor that this is a race war. ; 

Conscription of Cubans for military 
duty is being advocated by the Spanish 
officers in Havana, and it is believed that 
such a move will soon be made. About 
twenty-five arrived from Havana, antici- 
pating such a movement. Their parents 
are anxious to have them escape such un- 
welcome service. Some of them say they 
hope to make their way into the Cuban 
lines from this country, but they have no 
desire to bear arms for Spain. There are 
about twenty schooners fitting out here 
now, ostensibly for the sponge banks, but 
it is not believed that this is the destina- 
tion of all of them. 


REINFORCEMENTS TO CUBA. 

MADRID, March 27.—Further resigna- 
tions of chief officials of the late govern- 
ment, including that of the president of 
the Cuba Tariff Committee are announced. 
The bill increasing the army contingents 
raises the peace effective from 71,000 to 
82,000. The government will immediately 


send an additional reinforcement of 6000 
men to Cuba. 


‘COULD NOT PAY. 


The Commercial Bank of Cincinnati 
Suspends. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CINCINNATI, March 27.—The Commer- 
cial Bank today notified the Clearing 
House that it could not pay its day’s clear- 
ings. The Commercial is one of the oldest 
banks in the city. Later the bank as- 
signed to W. H. Campbell, who was its 
cashier. . 

Charles B. Foote ts president of the 
bank. Cashier Campbell stated that the 
bank had but temporarily suspended and 
would be all right in a few days. There 
had been an unusually heavy run on the 
bank today, and it became absolutely nec- 
essary to suspend business. He said 
further that the bank held ample securi- 
ties to pay out to all depositors in time. 

Tonight it is reported that the affairs 
of the bank will develop badly: The bank 
has a paid-up capital stock of $328,000 and 
a surplus of $40,000. Its average deposits 
are $400,000. It has $900,000 bills receiv- 
able, but it is claimed that much of this 
paper is not good; that tbe trouble was 
precipitated by the bank being compelled 
to make $50,000 of bad paper good yester- 
day. The directors are Charles B. Foote, 
a relative of the late Senator Pendleton; 
William Herron, J. B. Specker, A. B. Rat- 
terman and A. B. Hall, who did all they 
could to prevent the run. 

The adverse report of the Clea:ing-house 
Committee today presented the trouble, 
and the general opinion is that the lia- 
bilities will greatly exceed the available 
assets.

WINNIPEG, March 27.—The remedial or- 
der on separate schools does not come up 
in the Legislature until tomorrow night, 
but nevertheless it was the topic of the 
day. Both the government and the opposi- 
tion are holding frequent caucuses, and 
what the outcome will be is difficult to pre- 
dict. One thing is certain, that the Mani- 
toba government will resent interference 
by Ottawa cn educational matters. The 
newspaper organ of the government has 
this official statement under the heading 
„Manitoba's Answer:“ 

We are asked to restore the school sys- 
tem that was in operation previous to 1890. 
Let Quebec and Ottawa rest assured that 
the restoration will never be made. Mani- 
toba has too keen a sense of justice, too 
much regard for truth and equity to recog- 
nize as a religious aristocracy an element 
of its population by no means the most 
worthy. As a civilized people attempting 
to realize in a measure the idols of the 
nineteenth century Manitobans will not sil- 
ently submit to the demand that they 
‘should turn back the wheels of progress 
three hundred years. It is a struggle as 
to whether the idols of the nineteenth 
century or the idols of the dark ages shall 
prevail. 

“Any one who believes that all citizens 
are equal in the sight of the law and what 
is good enough for one is good enough for 
another, must stand by the act of 1890. 
And this is our answer to Quebec: We 
shall not allow the state to support relig- 
ion; we shall not allow the church toa con- 
trol the state; we shall not return to the 
civilization of the dark ages; we shall not 
recognize Rome as better or in any way 
different from others; we shall hold to the 
principle of equa! rights for all, and that 
principle shall be dearer to us than con- 
federation itself.”

with five stories and basement and

The object of the work is pat alone 
to feed, lodge and clothe men for a 


time, but to awaken a sense of man- 


hood, and to quicken the spiritual 
life within them. Of the men who 
have been taken on probation a large 
majority have turned out well, work 
has been secured for them and in- 
stead of remaining dependents upon 
public charity large numbers have 
become self-sustaining, and the les- 
son taught by the work of this organ- 
ization is that the duty of society to 
this class is to reach right down to 
them and give them encouragement 
and a helping hand. If the desire and 


once be aroused, and they do not have 
to battle with the scum of commu- 
nity when trying to redeem them- 
selves, the chances are that thé ma- 
jority of this class may be reformed 
and become an element in commu- 
nity that will add value to our future. 

The experience of this alliance 
shows that the only really hopeless

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


On the occasion of the retirement 
of the old board of library directors 
on Monday last, a number of inter- 
esting facts in regard to the progress 
of the Public Library were given by 
G. A. Dobinson, the retiring presi- 
dent, in his address. Mr. Dobinson 
showed that six years ago, when he 
and Mr. Howard took positions on 
the board, the library! consisted of 
about 5000 wolumes. Today the Los 
Angeles Public Library contains over 
42,000 volumes. There are about 19,- 
000 active members and the circula- 
tion of books last year amounted to 
nearly half a million. 

Regarded in the light of the work 
that has been accomplished, the ex- 
penditures of the city on the Public 
Library cannot be considered as ex- 
orbitant. Last year the city dis 
bursements on the library amounted 
to $20,139 out of total city disburse- 
ments of over $1,000,000. The char- 
ter limits the appropriation for the 
library to 5 cents on the $100 of the 
tax levy, but this amount has never 
yet been reached. There has been in 
certain quarters a disposition to crit- 
icise every action of the retiring 
board of library directors and to 
charge them with extravagance. No 
proofs have been adduced to support 
such statements. On the other hand, 
any person who takes the trouble to 
investigate the facts of the case and 
to compare the expenditures of the 
los Angeles Public Library with 
those of similar institutions in other 
American cities Will find himself 
forced to the conclusion that the Los 
Angeles library is conducted in a 
manner that compares favorably, as 
far as economy is concerted, with any 
other similar institution in the United 
States. As regards the efficiency of 
the library management, that is a 
question upon which all who have 
had occasion to frequently make use 
of the institution can testify. In ad- 
dition to its value as a general edu-

LOS ANGELES THEATER.—The weep- 
ing skies of last night wrought havoc 
with the attendance at the Los Angeles, 
but the occasion was one of more than 
usual moment, for that clever study in 
psychology, Judah,“ in which Edward 8.

ency, dramatic coherence, and to the in- 
telligent and studious auditor one of tense 
interest. One may search far through our 
modern dramas to discover a more unique

A of Vashti Dethic. And he may 


‘search still farther for a woman better 


fitted by nature to assume the role than js 
the spirituelle Californian. Marie Bur- 
roughs, who appeared in it last night. As 
she comes upon the scene in the first 
act, garbed in a simple robe of white 8 
clings about her graceful figure, she is 
essentially saintly and, in her — 
frailty, almost uncanny. The part fits her 
so well that one can scarcely conceive 
of her filling any other, and she fills the 
senses of her auditors to the full. It is 
an impersonation instinct with intelli- 
gence, and, in — very artlessness, con- 
summately artistic. 

Vashti ethic, the arch impostor of 
“Judah” who, under the iron control of 


her “crooked” father dupes and fools her 


credulous victims, is quite the saint at 


heart that she is in form and feature. 


This may seem paradoxical but it is never- 
theless true. Very early in the scenes does 
she rise in reyolt against going on in her 
ungodly work of deception and adventure, 
but there stands over her the relentless 
parent with his threats of exposure to 
her lover and the world, and, more hor- 
rible still, there stalks behind her the 


‘turnkey, and before her yawns the prison 


door. Thus enmeshed in fraud as she is, 
thus entangled in deceit and thus hounded 
by fear she goes on until at last her ex- 
posure comes to the very man of all 


men from whom she would hide her du- 


plicity. And then, to add sharper thorns 
to her crown of sorrow, in order that she 
may be spared the public exposure that 
is at the threshold, he—her lover—must 
perjure himself, like a gentleman, too. 

Through all these scenes Miss Bur- 
roughs holds one in keen sympathy. Her 
voice is vibrant, musical and mellow, her 
movements are instinct with grace, and 
her acting touches the heart until the 
eyes moisten. The company surrounding 
this artiste is by no means such an one 
as she was seen in on her previous ap- 
pearance here. Yet the play is so full of 
interest and so much of it hinges upon 
the work of the leading characters that 
even mediocre players pass muster. Yet all 
her support are by no.means mediocre. 
John Kellered, who assumes the role of 
Judah Lewellyn, the young Welsh min- 
ister and Vashti Dethic’s lover, who lies 
so nobly that the house rises at him, 
plays with rare discretion.

WHITTIER, March 27.—(Special Corre- 


_ spondence.) The new organization of the 


California yearly meeting of the Friends’ 
Church held its first legislative session 
here on Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
The auditorium of the college was crowded 
to overflowing with interested hearers, and 
the platform was filled with visiting dele- 
gates from all parts of the United States. 
The California Yearly Meeting is an off- 
shoot from the Iowa Yearly Meeting, and

Cooking-school Discovery that 
Raspberry Jam is Frequently 
of Turnips—Snow 


Pudding.

It there is any one thing dearer than 
another ta the heart of the cook, both 
amateur and professional, it is the concoct- 
ing of toothsome desserts, that shall be at- 
tractive to the eye as well as to that other 
portion of anatomy commonly considered 
the short cut to the masculine heart. Mrs. 
Ewing first initiated her expectant pupils 
to the mysteries of charlotte russe, that 
luscious dainty supposed by ignorant man 
to be largely composed of wind. But the 
following is Mrs. Ewing’s receipt: Mix one 
pint of whipped cream with the whites of 
three eggs, which have been beaten stiff, 
and sweetened with three tablespoonfuls 


Caramel pudding was next discussed; 
this proved to be nothing more nor less 
than a baked custard, cooked in a pan, 
with a coating of caramel, which formed 
the sauce when the pudding was turned out. 

Gelatine desserts were declared to be of 
three forms, the jelly, the pudding or 
sponge, and the cream. 

To make one pint cf orange jelly take 
one-third of a box of gelatine and moisten 
it with one-half a cup of cold water, and 
allow it to stand about half an hour. Then 
add a cup of hot water to melt it and add, 
while warm, sugar, the unt of which 
depends upon the acidity of the orange and 
ithe taste. Strain a cupful of orange juice 
into the gelatine mixture, aid a teaspoon- 
ful of orange extract, or grated peel, to 
give the distinctive orange flavor. If peel 
is used it must be grated and put to soak 
with the gelatine and afterward strained 
out. All kinds of fruit juices may be used, 
snly the amount of water must be propor- 
tioned to the strength of the juice. Straw- 
berry juice is best when two portions of 
water are used with one of juice, and it is 
an intefesting and curicus eircumstance 
that flavors are frequently not so distinc- 
tive when too condensed and rich, which 
was said to be on the homoepathic pellet 
arrangement. 

Mrs. Ewing announced that she had au- 
thority for the statement that strawberry 
and pineapple extracts were a fiction and 
a fraud. The flavor is in the juices and 
cannot be extracted unless contained in 
essential oils, as im orange peel. To the 
horror of the audience, Mrs. Ewing de- 
clared that a great deal of the 
jam is concocted from parings, turnips, or 


was advised that the jelly be covered, set 
in a china or glass dish im a cool place. 
Mrs. Dwing beat the whites of three 
eggs to a stiff froth, to which she had 
added a generous pinch of salt, and, mix- 
ing this froth with theforange jelly which 
she had beaten till it was light and foamy, 
pronounced it orange pudding, and sad 
that if lemon instead of orange were used, 
the dish would be called snow pudding. 
She considers the vital point of this mix- 
ture to be the beating of the jelly. Sec- 
tions of orange may be used ornamentally 
in the mold, and this mixture poured in 
to cool. To send snow pudding to table 
with the imprint of a corncob or sheaf of 
wheat upon it, Mrs. Ewing considers in- 
congruous, and advises that it be dipped 
up by the spoonful and laid in a shallow 
dish and the boiled custard poured over 
it. Make the gelatine mixture as soft as 
possible and still have it hold, as it must 
not be so stiff that it has to be chewed. 
Remarking that she was willimg to give 
away information for which she was una- 
ble to get pay, Mrs. Dwing said that the 
sauce should always be distinctly different 
from the pudding; that is, when a sweet 


sauce should be relieved with a little acid. 
The orange pudding was metamorphosed 
into an orange cream by adding nearly a 
pint of whipped cream and pouring it into 
a rim of angel cake. Sliced canned peaches 
may be made into @ dainty dish by adding 
their syrup to the gelatine and serving 
with whipped cream. 

A deh fit for the gods was displayed, in 
all its glory, a strawberry cream; inclosed 
in a rim of angel cake was the pale pink 
cream, a layer of the berries nestling 
cozily on the top. The audience gazed 
wild-eyed and hungrily at this wonderful 
dish, and it was passed for their delecta- 
tion just in time to prevent an onslaught. 
One lady remarked that it was a chance 
of a ilifetime. 

Mrs. Dwing's cake-pan is her own in- 
vention, though not patented. It is seven 
inc Square and three deep, and the 
tenter tube is 2 inches square and 4 deep. 

Coffee cream its one of the oicest gela- 
tine creams; use water enough to moisten 
the gelatine and pour over it a strong, 
clear solution of coffee. 

The lesson today will be the repetition 
of that on bread-making; tomorrow the 
concoction of cakes and pastry will absorb 
the eager searchers after culinary secrets.

Even though the constant making of 
tests of cement in use may not show 
the use of any that is bad, the very fact 
that the tests are being constantly made 
undoubtedly bas a moral effect on con- 
tractors and keeps them from using ce- 
ment of poor quality, were they inclined 
to do 80. 
The City Council, it will be remembered, 
recently passed an ordinance limiting the 
pay-roll of the City ngineer's depart- 
ment to a certain amount per month, and 
it is stated that tho salary of the inspector 
of cement cannot well be included in this 
ay-roll. It is thought the Council will, 
ever, andeavor to provide some means 
whereby this department of the city gov- 
ernment may be maintained.

Kept Him Busy. 

The rainy weather yesterday kept Seo- 
retary Dandy of the Board of Education 
very busy at the telephone. Nearly all the 
public schools in tthe city which have tele- 
phones are got directly connected with 
the central ephone office. Instead of 
this the wires running from them extend to 
the switchboard in the office of the Super- 
intendent of Schools, where connection may 
there be made with any of the other 
schools or with the central office. In the 
case of such a day as it was yesterday 
there are a great many people who want 
te send messages of one sort and another 
to their children who are at school. Per- 
haps they may want the child to wait at 
the school building until called for or un- 
til wraps and overshoes or umbrellas may 
be brought. As a result, on a rainy day 
the services of some one to make tha de- 
roped connections are required almost con- 
stantly. 


Has a Good Effect. 
The agitation of the question of prohib- 
iting the fencing in of streets where build- 
ings are in the course of construction ap- 
pears to have already had a good effect 
with cnntractors. It is to be observed, in 
some instances at least, that preparations 
are being made to comply with the order 
issued to the Street Superintendent at the 
last meeting of the City Council, that after 
next Monday the fencing-in of the roadway 
in such cases must not be permitted. In- 
stead of building materials being piled in 
the roadway they are being stored within 
the territory covered by the building. 


Should First Obtain Permits. ~~ 
Building Superintendent Strange wishes 
to urge that parties erecting buildings 
should be more careful in attending to the 
matter of the taking out of permits for 
such building construction. In the cases 
of business blocks there is seldom any de- 
linquexcy, but it frequently occurs where 
residences are erected in the out 
lying pertions of the city, that the 
builders do not attend to the matter of ob- 
taining a permit until the building is 
partly or nearly finished. This is in viola- 
tion of the ordinance, and it is important 
the permit should be obtained before com- 
mencing construction, as by so doing the 
records of the office may be properly kept 
in this particular. 


The Macy-street Dam. 

The fiume and bulkhead, which are now 
in course of construction at Macy street 
and the river were completed yesterday 
to a point where it was feared that the 
increased flow of water ia the river might 
cause a good deal of damage. There has 
been built so far about 120 feet of fiume. 
The construction at that point is for the 
purpose of diverting water, as herctofore, 
from the river for use in a part of the 
city irrigating system. Most of the water 
taken from the river for purposes of flush- 
ing the outfall sewer is taken at that 
point, there being a device fo arranged 
that water may be drawn out from some 
distance above the bottom of the dam in 
such a way as to prevent any considerable 
quantity of sand and dirt being taken with 
it. For flushing the outfall this is an 
important feature for the sand flowing in 
the sewer is most of it deposited in the 
settling chamber near Agricultural Park 
and the removal of it, as is at times neces- 
sary, involves a considerable expense. 


Overflow from the Outfall. 

Just as City Engineer Compton was 
leaving his office yesterday afternoon he 
received a message by telephone stating 
that the rain had so much increased the 
volume of flow in the ouifall sewer that it 
was running over at the settling chamber. 
The City Engineer drove immediately to 
the scene of the reported cverflow. -

The Courts. 

JUDGE CLARK DECIDES A COUPLE OF 
CLD PARTITION SUITS. 

Judge W. H. Clark rendered his decision 
yesterday in the old case of John M. 
Barker et al. vs. J. A. Barker at al., an 
action brought to obtain a partition of the 
N. E. 4 of the N. E. M of section 5, T. 8 S., 
R. 13 W., S. B. M., and lots 3 and 4 of sec. 
tion 33. T. 2 S., in the same range, order- 
ing that findings and an interlocutory de- 
cree be entered in accordance with a 
lengthy opinion filed therein. 

The original complaint and lis pendens 
were filed on October 28, 1878, but the case 
was allowed to slumber, and no active 
steps were taken until the year 1893. 

It has now narrowed to an issue between 
John M. Barker and his wife, upon the 
one side, and Juan and Mardoniano Abila 
upon the other, and the principal question 
presented is whe’her the said Abilas have 
title to apy part of the premises as tenants 
in common. The source of title is a 
United States patent issued September 17, 


J. 8. Barker moved upon the land in 


— 


question in 1864, intending to claim the 
same under the Federal homestead or pre- 
emption laws. At that time no official sur- 
vey had been made or plat filed, and it was 
uncertain whether the land was or was 
not within the exterior boundaries of a cer- 
tain Mexican giant known as the Rancho 
Tajauta. This uncertainty continued until 
1874, when it was ascertained that the 
lands were a part of the public domain. 
Meantime, in 1868, J. 8. Barker, who had 
made no entry in the United States Land 
Offica as pre-emptor or otherwise, died, 
leaving surviving him his widow, Maria 
Marron, and six children. In 1870 the 
widow married the defendant, Juan Abila, 
and the other defendant is the issue of that 
marriage. In 1872 Mrs. Abila died, and 
the Abilas, father and son, removed from 
eaid land, leaving the Barker children in 
possession. In October, 1874, one of them, 
John M. Barker, filed ‘his declaratory state- 
ment, and in July, 1878, made final entry 
in the United States Land Office at Los An- 
geles. The proceedings had in the land 
office involved a contest, and the patent 
finally issued as before stated, é 

The court is of the opinion that while the 
history of the case shows but little equity 
in the Abilas, they did take under the 
patent in question a title as tenants in 
common. 

The other questions involved, the court 
holds, need not be discussed at length. 

The plea of the statute of limitations 
cannot be sustained, as it 16 only neces- 
sary, in an action for partition, that the 
plaintiff file a notice of the pendancy of 
the action. ‘ 


tions to which the parties are respectively 
entitled, the court thinks that the doc- 
trine of community property cuts no fig- 
ure. It is held, therefore, that Juan Abila 
is entitled to an undivided ninth of the 
whole, and his son, Mardoniano, to an un- 
divided eighteenth: or, if the portions be 
both set off in common, they are entitled 
to one-sixth of the whole. 

It is held that an accounting between the 
parties will be necessary, but as some of 
the questions that may be involved in 
the taking of an account have not been 
fully argued, no decision is now considered 
necessary. These, however, can be deter- 
mined at any time before final judgment. 

The case of Juan Abila et al. vs.. T. 
Ferlin was submitted upon the evidence 
and briefs filed in the Barker case, and it 
is ordered by Judge Clark that findings and 
an interlocutory decree be entered in ac- 
cordance with the opinion, therein filed. 

The court says, further, in a supplemen- 
tal opinion: The fact that the children 
of J. S. Barker, after the patent had been 
issued, conveyed ithe land involved in this 
action in payment of the attorney’s fee 
incurred in the contest in the land office 
that preceded the issuance of the patent, 
can make no difference, Even admitting 
plaintiff to be Hable for his proportionate 
part of such fee under the provisions of 
sec. 798, Code of Civil Procedure, his co- 
tenants had no legal power to convey the 
joint property in payment thereof. 

No such legal services for the common 
benefit have yet been rendered in this ac- 
tion, as would justify the court in award- 
ing an attorney’s fee under the provisions 
of sec. 796, Code of Civil Procedure. 

“The plaintiff claims that the land can- 
not be -partitioned without great preju- 
dice, and that the court should, therefore, 
order it to be sold. It may be said, in 
passing, that the evidence introduced by 
the plaintiff upon this point is not such 
as to carry weight with the court. This 
question. however, may await determina- 
tion or commission- 
ers appoint o make partition have 
sented their report.“ 19825 

HER DEMURRER OVERRULED. 

When Carrie Williams appeared before 
Judge Smith yesterday morning to plead 
to the charge of having assaulted George 
Green with a deadly weapon on March 9 
last, her counsel presented a demurrer to 
the information against her. The ground 
relied upon was that the information did 
not state facts sufficient to constitute a 
public offense. At the close of the argu- 
ment, however. the court overruled the de- 
murrer, and the defendant thereupon en- 
tered her plea of not guilty, and was or- 
dered to appear for itrial on May 13 next.

TROUBLE IN WILMINGTON. 


Speech and Hearing Restored to a 
Mute Tramp. 

Anton Peters of Wilmington ts in a

day, March 14 last, Peters discovered that 
five tramps had taken possession of his 
barn, and called upon Constable T. M. 
Mathews to eject the tresspassers. When 
called upon to vacate the premises, the 
tramps laughed at the officer and openly 
defied him. He ‘thereupon placed them 
under arrest, and as they showed fight, 
called upon a number of citizens to assist 
him in taking the tramps into custody. 
Each of the posse picked out a prisoner, 
and, as it happened, Peters tackled the 
most pugnacious of the lot. After the fel- 
dow had struck him three times, and was 
getting the better of him, Peters pulled a 
gun from his pocket and struck the com- 
bative tramp on the head with fit. As # 
thappened, the pistol turned in ters's 
hand so that the tramp was struck by the 
hammer, and the gun was discharged. 
The tramp exclaimed that he was shot, and 
Constable Mathews, upon examining the 
man’s head and finding that he was bleed- 
ing, sent for Dr. Edgar Seaman, who cur- 
gorily examined the wound and dressed it, 
When taken before Justice Downing, the 
tramp entered his plea of having obtained 
money by false pretenses, and was sent to 
the County Jail for seventy-five days. On 
March 22 the tramp’s condition became so 
critical that Dr. Brainard, was called 
in, and upon examination, he pronounced 
him as suffering from a fracture of the 
skull. He was removed to the County 
Hospital, and a complaint was filed in the 


‘Township Court by Sheriff Burr, charging 


Peters with an assault with a deadly wea- 
pon, upon whitch he was arrested. His 
case was set for examination tomorrow, 
Friday, and meantime he was remanded to 
the County Jail in default of bail.

An Argument in Support of a Motion 
to Instruct the Jury to Find for 
the Defendant was 


Begun. 


B. Duncan was heavily handicapped inthe 
early hours, yesterday, by not having the 

gssistance of. counsel. Attorney Brunson 
did come into court in the afternoon and 
remained long enough to examine the 
plaintiff, but he looked careworn and ill, 
and when his client was retired. from the 
witness stand he left the courtroom. The 
plaintiff has, on more than one occasion, 
announced his ignorance of the legal prac- 
tice in California, and it is a constant 
source of surprise to the legal lights who 
drop in and out of the courtroom, that the 
practice of the Kentucky courts, with 
which plaintiff is famillar, should be at 
such variance with legal procedure in this 
State. 

The plaintiff commenced his rebuttal tes- 
thmony by summoning to the «Witness 
stand L. D. Biddle, the present manager 
of the Socialists Co-operative Store and 
Productive Association. His memory was 
not very bright as to what transpired at 
the meeting held in the San Fernando- 
street hall, but in general outline he tes- 
tified as follows: 

J. myself, invited a number to attend 
that meeting. I saw Mr. Duncan coming 

out of a store on San Fernamdo street and 
the suggestion was made that we had bet- 
ter go to the hall. Some men had been 
to see him and thought action might be 
taken to secure back pay. He had come 
to secure power of attorney enabling him 
to take action. I was chairman of the 
meeting and on my suggestion the matter 
was referred to the Board of Mediation.”’ 

At this point witness’s memory failed 

to such an extent that plaintiff re- 

marked in a semi-satirical manner: Wit- 
ness’s memory is not good.“ 

“We object,” said Mr. Gage, champion- 
ing the witness's cause, to counsel mak- 
ing flings at bis own witness.”’ 

“I don't remember the plaintiff asking 
for men to throw rocks. Trem er 
something regarding the plan of Mr. Dun- 
can with regard to attaching the rolling 
stock of the railroad company.” 

The witness stated that there was no 
excitement whatever around the San Fer- 
nando station; that the men were quiet 
and did not interfere with the depot. 

“Was there not perfect quiet from July 
Ist to the öth?“ insinuatingly queried the 
plaintiff. 

“Yes, there was perfect quiet, and I saw 
the men every day. I saw no violence 
Whatever.“ 

“Was there anything erratic on the part 
of the plaintiff?’ and Mr. Duncan took a 
suck at the same old lemon and awaited 
a reply. 

A laugh went around the court, in which 
plaintiff joined, remarking, ‘‘I don’t know 
how to get at it in any other way.“ 

“Its a rather erratic question, volun- 

0 teered Mr. White. 

The plaintiff answered his question dy 
asking if there was amy boasting,’ but 
got knocked out on an objection. 

Under cross examination witness stated 
that he was financial secretary of the 


Socialist Labor party; that he was per- 
sonally interested in the strike, being at 
that time a machinist in the Southern Pa- 
cific shops. He again rehearsed what he 
remembered as having been said and done 
at the meeting held on San Fernando 
street, and concluded by saying: I was 
engaged in furthering the interests of the 
strikers from June 28 until—well, I'm out 


vet.“ 
OUT YET. 


George J. Klotze, who was also at the 
San Fernando-street meeting. testified to 
having, with one or two others, asked 
plaintiff! how they could get their back 
pay. He outlined briefly the advice given 
and then said: ‘I came in on June 28 
of my run and at Colton heard that a 
strike was on. I told my wife, and next 
day my partner and myself put on our 
uniforms to go out again and went down 

‘to the Arcade Depot. I saw Superinten- 
‘dent Muir and Mr. Prior and then went 
home. I then said I wouldn't put on my 
uniform again until the strike was settled. 
and as it never has been settled I'm out 
vet.“ Upon cross-examination witness 
conceded that he had no trouble with the 
railroad; the. wages were good, the men 
were treated right and he, as a brakeman, 
went out on his individual responsibility 
as the organization to which he belonged 
Was not in sympathy with the A. R. VU. 
A recess was taken for five minutes and 
upon court reconvening Isaac Ross, who, 
with Stanwood, Cline and Johnson, were 
convicted in the Federal court of con- 
spiracy, was put upon the stand. He gave 
a recapitulation of what had been previ- 
ously testified to, and estimated the num- 
ber present at the San Fernando-strect 
meeting at about 100 to 125 persons. He 
heard the plaintiff speak, but could not 
Ay much about it. He stated that he was 
a member of the Mediation Committee, and 
that the pape:s brought by plaintiff to 

4 have signed by the strikers were torn up 
1 by the committee. 

Upon cross-examination witness. said 
oe that he with his three companions had 
8 deen convicted of conspiracy in the Fed- 

em eral court. Stanwood was president of 
1 the local A. R. U., No. 8; Cline was secre- 
tary of the local branch, and Johnson and 
bimself were members of the Board of 
Mediation. 

P. K. Wood was the next witness to tes- 
tify, and announced himself as the acting 
State secretary of the Farmers’ Alliance. 
“I knew the plaintiff intimately.“ he said, 
“and from June 28 on I saw him every 
day. I didn’t know of all his actions, but 
knew some and heard of others. Invari- 
ably plaintiff advised the men to be peace- 
fwi and law-abiding. at least in my pres- 
ence. The question was asked him if the 
men had the right.to arm themselves and 
turn themselves into military companies. 
He told them that though they had the 
might to do so, if all their sympathizers 
came to their assistance still he would 
advise them not to do so. The govern- 
ment could raise an army that would wipe 
| them out of existence in thirty days. One 

person saia he would be willing to shed 
the fast drop of his blood in the people's 
| cause, and plaintiff told him that his 
blood -wasn't wanted That it was not 
mecessary and that kind of talk did no 
good. With regard to the meeting at 
Hazard's Pavilion, I helped to raise money 
for the rent of the hall. We purposely 
had plaintiff occupy the time in speaking 
in order to prevent those fire-eaters from 
uttering words that would have provoked 
a riot, and so we wanted to keep them off 
the platform. There was a good deal of 
excitement caused by the:strike, and there 
was some fear that a conflict might take 
place between the strikers and the mili- 
tary forces.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upoh reconvening in the afternoon Mr. 

White intimated that while he felt as~ 

sured he was right in the stand taken, 

yet the defense was inclined to waive gen- 

eral objections to the depositions. 

Attorney Brunson being in court, plaintiff 
took the stand to be examined in his own 
behalf. His counsel was apparently suffer 
ing, his voice in putting the questions to 
witness being scarcely audible. The plain- 
tiff stated that he is 68 years of age, and 
first came to California in 1887, in conse- 
quence of the ill-health of his wife and 
daughter. 

‘What has been your relation with 
the members of the bar at Los Angeles?“ 
inquired Attorney Brunson. 

„Those to whom I have been introduced 
have been very cordial.’ 

“Were you ever or are you now an er- 
ratic bloviator?“ 

Jem not.“ 
What do you understand by the term?“ 
J considered it a term of reproach, con- 
tumely and opprobrious.“ 
Objection to this was made by the de- 
fense on the ground that plaintiff had al- 
leged no meaning in his complaint, and it, 
formed no pert of his pleadings. If it 
has a settled meaning then there remained 
no reason to draw from witness an expres- 
sion of his personal interpretation. 

-The objection was overruled and plaintiff 
proceeded with his. definition. * 

It is not down in any dictionary,’’ he 
said, to tell me the meaning, it being a 
slang term, and I have not been in Cali- 
fornia a sufficiently long time to know 
the precise meaning. I am told, however, 
it is in the nature of an unmitigated liar. 
I have heard the expression, but it is not 
in the dictionary.“ 

Mr. White moved that the words relat - 
ing to an unmitigated liar be stricken out, 
as no such meaning had been ascribed to 
the word in the complaint. Motion 
granted. 

PLAINTIFF TELLS HIS STORY. 

The plaintiff then proceeded: “I at- 
tended a small meeting on San Fernando 
street, where some men were assembled 
whom I did not know. I spoke to them 
for about twenty minutes, and at the meet- 
ing held in Hazard’s Pavilion I spoke for 
about two hours on the questions of the 
day. Mr. Benedict testified to some things 
that did not occur, for example, he spoke 
of my calling for men to throw rocks, 
which assertion, however, he qualified so 
to make the statement less objectionable. 
I stated to the men whether the decision 
of the court was founded properly or not 
the order of court would have to be 
obeyed. If brought up for contempt and 
punishment enforced it would be set aside 
by the Superior Court. I told them I did 
not think the court had been justified in 
punishing men without a jury in an equity 
proceeding, but that that was not for 
them to consider. The either belonged to 
the railroad or they did not. If they did 
they should go to work, and if not that it. 
would be wiser for them to go in sufficient 
number and intimate that their relations 
with the company were severed. I had 
prepared a power of attorney to represent 
them, not as an organization, but as in- 
dividuals, and if they appointed me to 
represent them in all matters in the Fed- 
eral courts in the injunction proceedings 
I told them I would prepare myself by 
seeking admission to practice. In saying 
this I made no attack on. the men—good 
men they then had, Mr. Waters and C. 
C. Stevens, but I was prepared, if they 
were law-abiding, to say to the court: 
‘These men whose names are attached 
were not railroad employees, and were not 
in contempt.’ ”’ 

Plaintiff denied ever having incited the 
strikers to acts of violence, and then coun- 
sel switched his client off to a more in- 
teresting branch of examination. 

‘Plaintiff stated that in addition to the 
articles read, about seventeen others had 
been published between the summer of 
1889 and August, 1891. His acquaintance 
with Col. Otis began in the summer of 
1888 and ended on June 14, 1892. Between 
those dates their personal relations were 
cordial. 

What was the reason of the difference 
that came between you?“ inquired counsel. 

“The reason of the difference was the 
publication of an editorial in The Times of 
June 14, 1892, in which——” 

Objection was made that the article itself 
was the best evidence. The objection was 
sustained, and Mr. White reminded plain- 
tiff that the defense had proffered the use 
of the files of the Times office, but no no- 
tice had been given until that moment that 
they were needed. 

Resuming, plaintiff stated: “It is not 
true that I. was ever intimate with Le 
Veen in February, 1894. I went to the Ex- 
press office to revise some proofs, and then 
learned. that he was city editor. During 
the Presidential election I never saw him. 
I wrote the first editorial for the Express 
on December 5, 1892, and the last on May 
30. 1894. 

How many articles that you 
were publisned as editorials?” 

should say I wrote about eight or nine

editorials and about thirty other articles— 


special correspondence. I saw Le Veen 

about twenty or thirty times between the 

time of Cleveland’s election and May, 1893.“ 
THAT OYSTER JOINT. 

„Mr. Le Veen styled your place an oyster 
joint,“ said Attorney Brunson; what kind 
of a place was it?’ 

“When I first. commenced on December 
23. 1891, I opened in the Broadway Market 
and remained during the winter until the 
oyster season was over in 1892. I after- 
ward opened a place on Main street. I 
repted a large house and sold oysters both 
wholesale and retail, and also served them 
at the counter, or to ladies in rooms be- 
mind.“ 

“Private rooms?“ 

„No: nor were liquors sold; only cigars.’ 

“Except bread,“ volunteered Mr. 
White. 

„No,“ corrected plaintiff, ‘“‘we didn't 
sell the bread, we gave away the bread, 
butter and coffee.” 

An article published in the People’s 
Union, entitled Mal d'Occhio contained 
certain facts; are they true?“ 

“That portion written by myself, and 
that extract from a Louisville paper, are 

true: the other portion taken from The 
Times is not precisely correct.“ 

„An article was also read on Falb’s 
predictions. Who is Falb?“ 

„He is a man of great learning in 
Europe. He has made a study of the 
actions of the planets and has found that 
when intensified by eclipses they produce 
great storms.” 

Plaintiff gave.a catalogue of woe result- 
ing from planetary combinations,-and con- 
cluded by stating that he had found 
Falb’s predictions almost literally verified. 

Being questioned as to his prophetical 
powers he denied the flattering assump- 
tion. 

“IT never made it a profession to pro- 
phesy. My calculations and analyses have 
been deduced from my knowledge of 
men, parties and nations governed by 
ambition or other things. I have studied 
out these things from information fur- 
nished me by reliable people throughout 
the country, and in this way gave my 
opinion to the country.“ 

That corcluded the examination of the 
plaintiff, but it was more interesting when: 
Mr. White drew from him some very in- 
teresting facts on oross-examination. 


“You have brought a number of ‘suits, 


«| tucky, and spoke to the 


colonel?” cheerfully began Mr. White. 

“I brought one, which I won, in Judge 
Van Dyke's court, and one, which I also 
won, in the United States court. There is 
a personal suit against the Southern Call- 
fornia Railroad pending. and I have 
brought the present suit and one against 
the Express and have three others pend- 
ing in the courts.

THE MAL D’ OCCHIO. 

Counsel drew the attention of witness 
to the Mal d’Occhio article, wherein the 
truth of the Times excerpt was indorsed by 
himself. He was asked why, if it was un- 
true as he had previously asserted, he had 
not. corrected it before republishing it in 
the People’s Union. 

“I did not think it necessary to correc 
it,“ was the only reason witness would 
make. He proceeded, however, to give 
quite an interesting history of the Evil 
Eye, a. subject of more than ordinary 
interest when three of his own counsel 
are laid out by the heels by sickness, 
and one witness who testified for the de- 
fense is in the same parlous condition. 
And this not to mention the rheumatic 
twinges that Mr. White pleaded guilty 
to yesterday, or others concerned in the 
case who are afflicted with incipient in- 
fluenza, and at intervals rush from the 
court in order to sneeze the roofs of their 
heads off in preference to being found 
guilty of contempt inside the judicial 
boundaries. 

„Mal d'Occhio, or the Evil Eye,“ wit- 
ness began, has been handed down from 
Greece, through the Romans. He didn’t 
explain if it is the same old eye inherited, 
under the law of primogeniture, as a 
kind of family heirloom with the family 
toga. 

it is believed that certain powers are 
inherent in some people, and these singu- 
lar powers are in some cases unknown to 
the possessor.. Damage is not only worked 
to those hostile to the personage having 
this strange power, but death some 
times to those dearly loved. It is one of 
those strange things that those who be- 


to leave among the mysteries we cannot 
fathom.”

The witness spoke with such assurance 
that some present moved away a trifle and 
felt as if cold water was flowing down the 
sbinal column. 

Is it true that this faculty pursuing you 
has strewn your pathway with forty-six 
deaths?“ 


DREADFUL MORTALITY. 


“I said my path had been strewn with 
forty-six deaths of people who tried to 
wrong me. These deaths were generally 
of people in litigation. My attention was 
attracted by one after the otner dying.“ 

There was something very gruesome in 
the witness ‘“‘bunching” a whole lot of 
deaths under the word “generally,” as if 
one or two, more or less, didn’t cut any 
narticular figure with an optic of his par- 
ticular calibre. Fortunately Mr. White 
cut short examination on this point, and 
saved the nerves of at least some present. 

Counsel next drew witness’s attention to 
an article or prophecy. After examining 
it he reproved Mr. White for his lack of 
biblical knowledge, by saying: That is 
not my prognostication, but from the 
Bible.“ Counsel drew witness’s attention 
to the innumerable little hands sprinkled 
through the article, but Attorney Brun- 
son objected, and when witness persisted 
in answering his counsel appealed to the 
court to instruct him to abstain from an- 
swering, pending an objection.

SAN BERNARDINO, March 27.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Within a mille or two of 
the city Amts are the Harlem Springs, 
from which flow something over 200 inches 
of water, forming the head-waters of one 
of the minor sources of supply for River- 
side irrigation work, the springs being 
confined in a small boundary, end sur- 
rounded by thirty or forty acres of excel- 
lent land.

SAN DIEGO, March 27.—({Special Corre- 
spondence.)

A PLUMBERS’ STRIKE. 


A MEETING LAST EVENING TO 
DISCUSS THE SITUATION. 


The Journeymen Say One Thing and 
the Boss Plumbers Another— 
Same Wages Wanted 
for All Men. 


The Journeyman Plumbers Union heid 
a meeting last evening to take action on 
the cut proposed to be inaugurated by the 
Master Plumbers’ Association the first of 
the momth. The meeting was secret and 
largely attended. At its close the mem- 
bers refused to divulge the results of the 
proceedings, but one who was a little 
more communicative than the rest, inti- 
mated that the journeymen would resist 
the demard for a reduction of wages. 
When asked whether this meant a strike, 
he said not necessarily, ds there was strong 
hope of bringing the master plumbers to 
terms without resorting to extreme meas- 
ures. 

Judging from the attitude of the leading 
master plumbers, though, it is doubtful 
whether the difficulty can be so easily ad- 
justed. Their proposition is to pay $3 a 
day of eight hours after March 31, instead 
of $4 as at present. This cut will not be 
accepted by the journeymen without a 
struggle. 

The master plumbers say the rate of 
wages paid by them at present is higher 
than in any other city in the Union, and 
out of all proportion with the. price of 
other labor. 
of plumbing labor said yesterday he did 
not object to paying $4 a day to men who 
were worth it, but the trouble was that 
the umlon compelled him to pay $4 a day 
to every man he employed whether he 
could earn that amount or not. He said 


$2 a day, yet he had to pay them $4 if he 
employed them. It was impossible to get 
enough first-class men all the time, so the 
contractor who mad to pay $4 a day indis- 
criminately, often lost money. Then 

the incompetent men who could not get 
sieady work at union wages wol d get 


a few tools and go about doing jobs at 13 


prices that were demoralizing to the trade. 
The master plumbers were willing to pay 
$3 as the minimum day’s wages, and to 
exceptionally good men would continue 
to pay $4 and evem more, if necessary to 
retain their services, but they could not 
go on paying $4 a day to all journeymen, 
good, bad and indifferent. 

It is claimed that it is not the Master 
Plumbers’ Association that is making the 
demand for a reduction, but about twenty- 
one of the leadimz members acting in their 
individual capacity. Some of the journey- 
men say it is but an effort on the part of 
the big concerns to freeze out all the 
smaller ones, ard when this is done the 
combine will cinch the public by charg- 
ing higher prices for all classes of work. 


OVERFLOW OF SEWAGE. 


The Settling Chamber of the Outfall 
Sewer is Overloaded. 

The damage from the overflow of the 
settling chamber of the outfall sewer, 
which was reported to the City Engineer 
late yesterday afternoon, will probably not 
be very heavy unless the rain should con- 
tinue for two or three days or more. 

The large volume of water and sewage 
flowing in the sewer above the settling 
chamber, which is located near Agricultural 
Park, is probably due to the fact that the 
heavy rains of yesterday caused water to 
be backed up at numerous street corners 


so much as to permit of its overflowing | 


into sewer manholes, which are usually 
placed where the surface water will not 
ordinarily enter them. 3 

The effect of the increased flow of sew- 
age and water from above the settling 


chamber, as near as could be ascertained 


from an examination made last night, was 


that so much water was discharged into | 
the chamber that the iro nbars, which are | 
near the entrance and are placed perpen- | | 
dicularly extending across the chamber, to- |. 
gether with the pieces of rubbish which 
had been caught by the bars, formed a sort |. 


of dam, which backed the water up. 


This being the case the water which was |, 
backed up pressed strongly upward against | 


the heavy iron plates on the top of the 
chamber and lifted them sufficiently to al- 
low Me water and sewage to overflow and 
run away. Two of the plates over the end 
of the chamber where it discharged into 
the wooden siphon running to Hyde Park, 
were removed and a small quantity of 
water ran in at that point, showing the 
suction from the outfall was more than 
capable of taking off the water and sewage, 
which had passed between the iron bars 
above mentioned and come to that end of 
the chamber. 

The water and sewage running away 
from the chamber took a southwesterly 
course and appeared to not be doing much 
damage except about the premises of Lucas 
Balardes, near by, where it was running 
about the house and barn in a way that 
in time might do considerable injury. 

Mr. Balardes stated that soon after the 
rain was at its heaviest, late in the after- 
noon, there were about five heads of the 
overflow running away from the chamber. 
Later in the night, however, there were 
only about three heads flowing from there. 


An Old Soldier in Trouble. 

R. O. Jones, an old soldier, was lodged 
in the County Jail Tuesday night on the 
charge of assault to commit rape on a 
thirteen-year-old girl at Santa Monica. 
Jones claims that it is a trumped-up charge 
and that he wal be able to prove his inno- 
cence. Deputy District Attorney Willis 
has taken charge of the case for the peo- 
ple, and Jones will be taken to Santa Mon- 
ica today for examination before the Jus- 
tice of the Peace at that place.
